The spring weather of. the west is 
more favorable to the fox puppy, 
During the months of February, 
March and sometimés April, fox pup- 
pies are born. In the east during 
these months there is a considerable 
amount of rain and damp snow fall. 
The mother fox goes out and gets 
more or less wet and when she re- 
turns to the den to her young they 
are subject to more or less contact 
with this moisture and are often chill- 
ed and develop pneumonia, sometimes 
they die from this. 

Now in the west you have clear dry 
sunshine during this period, which 
is Certainly favorable to the fox pup. 

The number of fox pups raised 
should be from one-half to one and 
one-half per cent. higher in the west 
than in the east, from exdetly the 
same -stock, other conditions being 
equal,

Rights of Wife 
Defined by Court 


The rights of a wife under the Dow- 
er Act have been defined by the fol- 
lowing decision of the appellate court. 

“The appellate division of the su- 
preme court has handed down its 
decision in favor of the claimant in 
the case of Johnson vs. Johnson. 

“By special leave of the appellate 
division the following question was 
submitted for the decision of the said 
court: 


“Can the sheriff, actinng on be- 
half of an exeeution creditor, sel 
land the registered owner of 
which is the execution debtor 
without the consent of the wife of 
the execution debtor if tne land be 
the execution debtor’s homestead 

as defined in the Dowe~ Act, so that 
upon a sale of the said land by the 
sheriff under the execution the 
purchahser thereof shall receive a 
transfer which can be registered 
in the land titles office free from 
encumbrances or claim by the wife 
of the execution debtor, in the 
said land unde~ and by virtue of

U.S, Receives Second Instaliment for 
Sliver Bought During War 

Payment of $19,672,500 by Great 
Britain as the second installment on 
the debt of $122,000,000 created by the 
Government's purchase of silver dur-

The payment consisted of $18,300,- 
000 of principal and $1,372,500 of in- 
terest, A further instaflment of $12,- 
200,000 on the debt is due May 15, 
which will cut Ggeat Britains debt in 
half. 

Under the arrangement for payment 
by Great Britain on the silver pur- 
chases, the debt will be liquidated in

| International Science ‘Conlersnee 


Canada Will be Well Represented at 
Meeting in Rome 

When it was decided to hold an In- 
ternational Science Conference at 
Rome in May of this year, the Na- 
tional Committee of Canada appointed 
five delegates, three of whom are be- 
ing sent to the conference by their re- 
spective departmnts in the Dominion 
Government service. These sare Dr. 
Otto Klots, Director of the Dominion 
Observatory, representing astronomy; 
Dr. BE, Deville, Surveyor General; and 
Dr. W. Bell Dawson, Superintendent 
of the Tidal and Current Survey, De- 
partment of the Naval Service, Ot- 
tawa. 


In explaining the scope and work of 
the Internotional Sclence Conference, 
Dr. Dawson states that “at the time 
that the League of Nations was form- 
ed in 1918, there was held fn London 
an International Allied Conference to 
consider the nécessity for the forma- 
tion ofea new international scientific 
organization.” tn November, 1919, a 
further conference was held in Paris 
and it was at this conference that the 
International Research Council came 
into existence. Under this council 
there are tWo unions, naméty, the In- 
ternational Astronomical Union and 
the International Union of Geodesy 
and Geophysics. All the Allied couwn- 
tries were invited to participate in the 
necessary arrangements, and to co- 
Operate with the International Re- 
search, Council. In conformity with 
a general resolution which was pass- 
ed'by that council, each International 
Committee shall be formed of repre- 
sentatives of appropriate scientific 
societies and public services, and by 
representatives of the Government, It 
Shall be nominated by the principal 
Academy ag Science of the country 
concerned, or by its own National Re- 
search Council, or by some other com- 
petent National Institution. 

“Astronomy in Canada is carried on 
extensively by the Dominion Govern- 
ment which has a Dominion observa: 
tory in Ottawa, and an Astrophysical 
observatory at Victoria. -The subject 
is also ably supported by the Royal 
Astronomical Society which has its 
headquarters at Toronto. It is thus 
quite fitting that. an international 
committee repreSenting astronomy, 
should be formed in Canada.

The Necessity for Clean Seed 


Properly Equipped Fanning Mill .is 
Essential on Every Farm 

To maintain the farm In a clean 
condition and free from weeds it is 
necessary that the seed sown should 
be clean, whether it be grain or grass. 
As few people buy all of their seed, 
a properly equipped fanfiing mill on 
every farm is a practical necessity. 
While a new mill is to be preferred, 
this is not always necessary, At 
times like the present when economy 
has to.be practised, an old fanning 
mill can*often be put into condition’ 
to do work with comparatively little 
expense. In most districts in the 
older settled parts of Canada there 
are many fanning mills that,. were 
bought fifteen or twenty years ago. 
They may havé been originally equip- 
ped with thoroughly good sieves, in 
fact, the best in those days, but when 
wires become bent and sieves broken 
the mill, however good it may be in 
other ways, cannot be depended on to 
separate seeds as it should, It may 
be that new sieves for these particu- 
lar mills cannot in all cases be pro- 
cured, but there still remains a means 
for their renewal, The seed labora- - 
tories at Ottawa, Winnipeg and Cal- 
gary, are prepayed to examine sam- 
ples of seed at any time with a view 
to advising what sieves to use and 
where they may be obtained. For 
such examination samples of from 
eight to ten ounces should be submit- 
ted. The sender should state the 
kind of mill he has. In Pamphlet No. 
4 of the Department of Agriculture at. 
Ottawa, the Seed Commissioner re- 
commends the sieves that should be 
ordered «for “the cleaning of clover 
seed, grass seed, and the -various 
kinds of grain, and biyes diagrams of 
same,

First Radio on a Train 


in connec- 


To Canadian Pacific is the first railway in Canada to instal a radio’ apparatus on its trains, 
Those on the livestock improvement train of adie cars now touring the Province 


of Manitoba will hear from Winnipeg headquirters radio concerts, and receive “all the big 
news of the world as they go a’ong their itinwary, even to the quietest rural places. Two 
Marconi represantatives and a radio mechanic accompany the train to insure’ the successful 
working of the aparatus. 

The livestock improvement train is equipoed and maintained by the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway. The project is backed by the Dom‘nion Department of Agriculture, the Agricul- 
tural College, the Livestock Exchange, the Packing Companies and the Cattle Breeders’ 
Association of Manitoba, It-will tour the Western Provinces in the interests of better farm- 
ing and particularly to encourage the hvee'ine of higher-grade and more profitable I've stock,
